Pretentious Assault Planned 


Both these attacks were but apolo- 


gies for what the Germans had planned 
originally. They had intended to make 
a pretentious assault /on the northern 
sector south of the Houtholst forest on 
Feb. 20, to pinch off the British salient 
just southeast of the wood and gain 
a number of important positions. This 
became known to the British, however, 
through a deserter, and they burled the 
Houtholst front under such an ava- 
lanche of shells that the enemy was 
forced to abandon his scheme. 
The 


Germans decided, nevertheless, to make 
a smaller attack Friday morning which 
gained them six posts temporarily. The 
flnal result was that they were driven 
out with severe losses and a>80 forced 
to abandon some of their own forward 
positions. 
Prisoners Divulged Plans 


A strong attack had also been plan- 


ned, for February 28 against the im- 
portant high ground held by the Brit- 
ish in the region of Poelderhoek 
and 
southwest of that place. A prisoner 
talcen by the British is said -to have 
divulged the German plans. The Brit- 
ish artillery effectively prevented the 
carrying out of this program and later 
German prisoners said their regiments 
had been paraded and informed that 
the attack had 'been postponed because 
the' British had learned of it. 


The same prisoners said the attack 


had been put off until the morning of 
March S. 
Terrific Barrage By British 


Thursday the British gunners put 


down a terrific barrage and the Ger- 
mans did not attempt 
to 
advance. 
Friday evening, however, they moved 
against Poelderhoek 
ridge 
under 
a 


smoke barrage and to the accompani- 
ment of a heavy bombardment of the 
British positions. 


The. 
enemy occupied a number of 


posts along a narrow front and a hard 
fight followed. Early Saturday morn- 
ing the British organized a 
counter- 


attack which, although executed gal- 
lantly, was without the desired result. 
A second counter-attack was complete- 
ly successful and the Germans were 
driven out. 
Freak Of War 


One of the freaks of war occurred 


near 
Poelderhoek 
ridge on Friday. 


Headquarters 
of a British company 


sustained three direct hits from Ger- 
man heavy guns and the building was 
demolished over tile heads of the entire 
staff. When the infantry had cleared 
away the debris in an effort to reclaim 
the bodies, it was found that not a sin- 
gle officer had been injured, although 
some were 
suffering 
slightly 
from 
shock.

It is not conceivable that Germany

She may be able to hold them 
back until America gets well into the 
fight but when that will be depends 
more upon the rapid turn out of ships 
than upon the rapid training of armies. 


We may put the war needs of the 


hour as ships first, men afterwards, 
because unless -we have the increased 
tonnage and the power to beat off the 
submarines our armies will be of little 
use. We can neither send them abroad 
nor supply them with what they want 
as rapidly as we should. But while 
we are getting ready, the allies will 
have all they can do in heading off 
Germany's strategy and her final dash 
for new territory in the east. The sit- 
uation today is full of uncertainties 
which, however, the early spring will 
remove. Germany is dealing largely in 
camouflage that must be cleared away 
within the next few months.

.that President Wilson should call in 
Colonel Roosevelt to assist him in run- 
ning the war. 


If Mr. Depew were in the president's 


place, he would hardly take kindly to 
a suggestion that he should select for 
his cabinet the leader of Tammany 
hall or such a man as Boss Plait, if 
that "worthy statesman" were alive. 


With all due respect to .Mr. Depew, 


we fear he has not learned the lessons 
of experience as well as he might have 
.in his long and active life. He is ap- 
parently laboring under the 
delusion 


that the nation's business 
is 
never 


done right except it is done by repub- 
licans. President 
Wilson's adminis- 


tration and its record of achievement 
in the line of necessary reforms is a 
standing refutation of that assumption.

Told to Keep Hands Off in Baltic 


—Berlin's Plan to Make Finland 
a German Kingdom 


LONDON, 
March 
11. — The 
newest 


display of German policy has come In 
the form of a sudden broadside of de- 
nunciation of the Scandinavian 'coun- 
tries by German newspapers and pub- 
licists, like Count Reventlow of the 
Ta yes Zeitung. From the similarity of 
the articles it is evident that they are 
directed by one mind, which mind ap- 
parently is the German government. 


The German Pretext 


The articles accuse 
the Scandina- 


vian countries substantially of being 
accomplices of the entente and warn 
them thai, therefore, they can expect 
no consideratld'h from Germany. 
The 


reason for this policy is plain to diplo- 
mats here. 
Germany's dealings with 


Finland thus far seem to be designed 
to make Finland a minor 
German 


kingdom, 
with the emperor's eon, 


Prince Oscar, on the throne, and to 
make another Helgoland of the Aland 
islands. 


This scheme is a direct blow against 


Sweden and in a less degree against 
Denmark and Norway, and is in line 
with the German emperor's boast that 
the Baltic lands have been made per- 
manently German. 


The Aland 
islands, 
geographically, 


are as much a part of Sweden as New 
foundland is of Canada. 
Throughout 


the war Sweden has been troubled by 
the fear that Russia would take them. 
Germany 
now occupies the 
islands 


temporarily, but the German flag flies 
over the public buildings, and no one 
believes it will ever come down ex- 
cept by force. 


The most practical 
effect of Ger- 
man control in Finland and the'' Aland 
islands is pointed out by Count Rev- 
entlow, who says they will no longer 
bo used as a commercial bridge be- 
tween Scandinavia and Russia.

According 
to one newspaper, C5 per cent, of the 
steel Germany has used for munitions 
has been furnished by Sweden. 


Denmark has never been considered 


over friendly to the entente, but con- 
sidering the fact that she is a small 
nation living, under the muzzles of the 
German guns and with the mailed flst 
at her throat,

neutrality toward the 
entente coun- 


tries is understood to have caused no 
111 feefing:. 


Tho latest German move appears to 


be a familiar one. Germany feels that 
she is now In a position where she Is 
so strong in the north that she need 
no longer cultivate the friendship of 
Jthe Scandinavian countries 
and that 


«he may make whatever damaging ar- 
rangements she desires and threaten 
them.
